Those Street Lights 

The plan of extending the street 
lights’ to D Street was also discuss- 
ed and the Chamber of Commerce 
will lend a hand, if necessary, in 
getting the lights for the property 
owners between C and D Streets 
and should property owners §far- 
ther north want the lights the Cham- 
ber will also assist in this work.
